Sam 
Coleman, colored, and Virginia May 
Portier were placed at the bar and 
charged with killing Richard Swter 
Noth pleaded “not guilty” and clect- 
ed to be tried by judge and jury 

Separate Trials

fery. counse! for Miss Portier, Hts 
lordship agreed to try the two sep 
arately. Abe W Miller. counge! for 
Coleman, then made application to 
try the girl first as she was, he al- 
jeged, the more implicated of the 
two. Mr. Justice Tweedie rebuked 
him for making this statement while 
the jurymen were in the court. say- 
ing it was their duty to decide on the 
accused. The bench then accegted 
application of E B. Cogewell, K.C 
to try Coleman first and the jury 
was empanelied
